The wage and price freeze does no- 
thing but deny Black and pooi people 
their vcry exisience, for they receive 
nothing for their work but pressurc 
from employers and a very inadequate 
pay. iTierefore, the reason Lockheed, 
for exomple, and all of the big in¬ 
dustries are losing must not be v ie wed 
as owing to mismanagement or inef¬ 
ficiënt work, like Mr. Nixon would have 
the people I>elieve, but inscead it is 
duo to the exploitation by those whocon- 
trol the capital (money and rheaccumu- 
lat ion of it) of labor, of the people who 
buy and usc their products and the 
over-playing of the American hand into 
the world economy, 

lf we analyze it, Nixon's price freeze 
c au nol be a solution to iiis problem (for 
we, the people* were never part of 
any dtscusskm or decision)* because it 
only deals wlth the surfaceoceurrences 
rather than the structure itself. Todeal 
correCtly with the furtdamental e- 
conomy, the people wouid have to be in 
power.

In 1955, the Washington, D*C. Police 
Department created a special unit to 
"deal** with the "high crime’ 1 of 
Washington, D.C/s Black ghettos.This 
special unit, cal led the Casimi Clothes 
Tactieal Section (C.C.T.S.), was really 
au up-dated version of the detective 
squads of the police department, lts 
mombers werc young Black people 
front the community, who ware towear 
civilian, non-uniform dress, They ware 
selected for this detail becau.se they 
could -*at M easily into the background, 
uoobserved; and are iess consptcuous 
than the regular police who alsopatrol 
and harass the people in thecommunity, 

Together with the no-knock law and 
the prevenrive deiention clause in 
Washington, D,C„ they have emerged 
as someof the most vlctous tools used 
10 repress and contain the Washington, 
D.C. Black community, 

Recendy due to the problems 
incurred in thetr attempts to remaln 
"undercover" (the agents were con- 
stantly exposing themsélves to the 
communlty in the raids on the com- 
munity and in court when charges werc 
brought againet the people), the mod 
squad*' was iosing lts effectiveness, 
Rather than discontinue the squad, die 
Washington, D,C, police department 
has gone on an extensive campatgn to 
glamorlze the C.C.T.S, and to obscure 
its true purpose. 

Since most of the communlty al- 
ready knew who they were, the Police 
Department now sayn that the squad 
always wanied the people to know who 
they were, Police hiërarch? claim 
that it helps better "police-communlty' 
relations ' 1 by removing the “stigma" 
of the uniform. 

The "mod squad” dealsstrictly wtth 
drugs and felomes (serious crimes, as 
they put it) such as robbery and lar- 
C eny. Unltke detectives, they do no 
investigative work or follow-up, 3 hc 
gole purpose Is to "wiiness crimes 
and apprehend" people, They have no 
regular routine or beat, othern than 
thf genera! area or district in which 
they work. Hiey patrol in their own 
c31 - Sé The msmbers of thia crack corps 
of communlty traiiors have become so 
involved with thelr roles that they are 
allo wed to work on thelr own lui tla tl ve; 


that is they determine the amount of 
time that they put into their job. And 
to further exemplïfy their devotion, 
John Love, one of the detail mombers, 
actually said about arresting brothers 
and sisters in the communlty fordoing 
whatever is necessary to survive, 
“Everytime 1 lock a man up, l really 

feel good.*' 

The squad refidlly kien et fles with 
the televlsion hero image found in the 
portrayal of Black comnrunity agent, 
Lino Hayes, and hls crew, on the te- 
levision series, °Mod Squad'*; aithougb 
they stïll prefer to becalledtheCasual 
Clothes Tactical Section, rather than 
the *‘Mod Squad”, They feel that they 
are an elite group. They even go so 
far as to say that members of the 
communlty prefer to hc arrested by 
their raiher than the regular pigs in 


the community. In other words, if one 
m„st be oppressed, somehow the in- 
dïgnity and the injustice Is tempered 
when its done by a "brother'T 

Since the people haven 1 1 really been 
accepting this, the C.C, I .S. hos made 
another feeble al tempt to better their 
image in the communlty, pretendtng to 
be interestèd tn some of the real pro- 
blerns of the communlty, They picketl 
the worst problem in Washington, D,C. 
_ drugs - and came up with a pseudo- 
solution, a super drug fighter cal led 
the ■ Phantom 1 ’. 

The 1 ‘Phantom" is really an under¬ 
cover agent f t om the C t C,T # 5. who 
spends several months infiltrating al-

Berkeley City Councilmcn D r Army 
Bailey and Ira Stmmons stood firm in 
their support of the Bobby Seale Peo- 
ple's Free Medical Clinic* Ln splte of 
attempts on the part of othcr Berkeley 
City Council members to eliminate it 
from the Berkeley city budget* The 
clinic was origlnally included in the 
Berekeley city budget in response 
to the adamant demands of the peo- 
ple from the Black commimity of Ber¬ 
keley that their clinic be given funds 
to better service the commnnity, since 
their tax dollars went into die same 
city treasury in service of the city of 
Berkeley* 


Smce that time* ln subsequent city 
council meetings, when the peoplc wsre 
not present* some members of the 
Berkeley city council have attempted 
to block or eliminate the included 
funding of the Poople's Pree Medical 
Clinic, even though they had voted for 
Us approval at the original meeting, 
h ever al months ago* 

The latest attempt came on Tues- 
day, August 31 si* when Berkeley*s 
Black Mayor Warren Widener and 
Vice-Mayor WÜmont Sweeney (also 
Black - Sweeney opposed the Com- 
munity Control of Police ammendment 
when it was on The Berkeley City' 
ballot Sn the April elections), proposed 
a "compromise" budget ln lieu of the 
one origlnally proposed and tenta- 
tively approved hy the City council, 
hut whtch budget was deadlocked on 


the final vote, 

Sweeney stated that he and the mayor 
had heen up uniii three in the mom- 
ing planning a compromise budget which 
would get five voces and pass the city 
council* They were confident of getting 
the five votes necessary (in the eight- 
man city council) because they had made 
a deal with the three reactionaries on 
the council, 

When they introduced their proposaJ* 
rhey quickly ran down a list of theltems 
on their proposed Berkeley city budget. 
Th is inciudes ail city departments such 
as health* senior citizens* fire* police* 
city programs and employment, After 
reading this list, tiiey asked the council 
members to vote on the budget pro« 
pos al as one major propos al insLead 
of Item by item as it is usually done* 
Brothers Bailey and Simmens objected 
to this shell -game treatment of the 
people's money, Bailey then asked that 
copies of the proposai be made by die 
city clerk and given to each council 
rnember, Widener instead consented to 
let them write the proposal down tfthey 
wished* whlle he re-read ü. According 
to plan* most of the council was pre- 
pared to vote for the package propo¬ 
sal rather than item by item* Bailey 
exposed die "compromise proposal tr 
for what it realïy was* a deal. Bailey 
and Simmens again cal led for a dtvt- 
sion öf the motton so that the vote 
could be taken the regular way. This 
was done, Ho wever, after rhe six 
o'clock reces s, the council decided to 


vote for the budget as a whoie and it 
was pnssed, five to three* What the pas¬ 
sage of this package "deal” means is 
the restorarion of more funds to the 
police departmem and other city em¬ 
ployees and drastic cuts in the tenta- 
tively approved people's programs* 

Fhe motton for funding, as repre- i 
sented ln the "compromise 1 * budget, 
of alt the clinics had heen changed to 
the foliowin^: $85*000, was placed in 
reserve as appropriarions or 41 mat-» 
ching funds" for meaningless federal 
governmcnt-funded health programs 
and clinics* A mere $22*500 (formerly 
it was to be $30,000 for each) was 
allotted for the three communUy-spon- j 
sored and supported clinics that were 
origlnally approved for the city budget 
(among them, the Bobby Seale Peo- 
Fle's Free Health Clinic) to be dl- 
vided among them. However, thia 
‘'allocarion” cannot even be touched, ! 
for it is to be put into a "delayed ! 
funding 11 category until (ff and when) 
the council raiscs 1*3 mülton dollars, 
This money is supposed to be rflised ! 
from an increase in the business 
license tax which was proposed hy j 
Councilman Bailey* Councliman Bailey 
said that the increase in the business 
tax probably won't get die necessary 
five votes from the council, AnöEhef 
aspect of the “delayed fundiïig ,r stipu- 
lacion in the budget is that the council 
doesn't plan to raise monies for the 
fund for at least another six inonths, 
blocking further discussion or ctmai- 
dcration of the issue for the next six 
months, 

Sweeney had even made a morton to 
block the funding of any of the com- 
munity clinics, which failed. Mayor 
Widener, who cast the tying vote in 
this case* voted to retain the clinics; 
which is underetandable* since he and 
Sweeney had another proposal whtch they 
knew would pass to halt any immediate 
funding in the first place, The peoplc 
couLd have their clinic* but lts survival 
would be their problem* not the city of 
Berkeley p s. 

We eommend council men Bailey and 
Simmons for their courageous suppo^ 
and we know that will continue to 

be thr people's advocates on the Bef* 
keley cit^ p council,

Clutchette and Drumgo have lived en - 
tireiy m a revolutionary time f And it 
is too clear that Jonathmi Jackson 
pushed by his mrsery and pride of 
being Black, his life and every breath 
were devoted to preparing himself for 
the hero-victim which he wilt become 
only th rougtï the death inflïcted by 
** pigs** of the white world , Ishoiddadd 
one more thing; the very conscious 
logic and reason of Jackson’s revotu- 
tionary and Uterary project would have 
been contradicted by this blood (the 
murder) which can only be thought of

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WHY THE U.S. ARMY WANTS 

TO KILL BILLY SMITH 


The U,$. Army wants to kill Biliy 
Dean Smith. He is being heid at the 
Fort Örd (C al ifo rnia) stock ade, insoli- 
tary confinement, win le preparalione 
are being made for bis court martial, 
He had been 3ield in Long Binh Jail 
in South Viet Nam for three months 
bef ore he was shipped to Ford Ord 
in May of this yeflr. F re-court-martial 
hearings wlll begin on September 14, 
and the court martial itseif may begin 
by the end of the year, 

Like many soldiers in Vlet Nam, 
and certainly most Black men there, 
Brother Bllly Smith hates the war, 
dsspises this country*s initfation of 
it, and is treated like a crimirial be- 
cause he does. The men who run this 
country control the men who carry 
out the war; they have the sa me goals 
in mind -- win the war, oppress the 
people, take over the country — which 
meansi destroy the people's govern- 
ment and communist support there; 
put as many Black men on the front 
lines as possible, make them cannon 
fodder for the Vietnamese people's 
troops; totally destroy any of these 
inen's abilitles to think or act on their 
own. 

They do not want a Brother like 
Biliy Smith around, who knows the 
truth, that the war in South East Asia 
is absurd and cru el. He also knows 
Chat among those fighttng for the 
American business interest», 4 *of- 
ficers 1 ’ can and do use their rank to 
vent their hostilities, their racism, 
To prevent this Black man, Biliy 
Smith, from talking to and educating 
hls brothers about the situation they 
face, they loc keil hint up, silenccd 
him. 

They charged Biliy Smith wlth mar¬ 
de r, attempted marder, and assaulc. 
The charges stem from a "fragging" 
ai Bien Hoa Army Base in South Viet- 
Nam. The term É, fragging JJ pertains 
to the use of a fragmentaiion grenade, 
which upon breaklng empties shrapnel 
and other Hts of metal Into the air* 
The brother is charged with murdering, 
by ’ 'fraggtng 11 , two lieutennnts» ai- 
tempted murderofhisC.O f (Command- 
Sng Officer), a captain and a first 
sergeant; and two counts of assault 
on two M.P.'s, The so-called ovidence 
to prove that he threw the grenade 
is öïie grenade pin, supposedly found 
in bis jacket pocket. It continues to 
be ievidence, even though it was sent 


to a iaboratory to compare it with the 
grenade handle found near the inci¬ 
dent, and was found to be completely 
different* N ever the lens these military

plgs insist on trying him. They wish 
co pretend that he is the only G.l, who 
hates die war; the only Black man who 
sickens at the thought of fighting awar 
against people who only wish to deter- 
minc their ovm destinies; the only man 
who tires of their constant racist at- 
tacks upon Black Americans and people 
of color throughoui the world. 


Büly Smith has become, to the per- 
verted warmongerers, a Symbol of 
obattnance and strength* HeisatraUor 
to them; and rlghrfally so. He is the 
symboi of al 1 the fraggtngs tn Viet 
Nam and there have been .many, Be- 
cause they lack the cotnmon sense and 
nianhood to admit that their own troops 
bate them and their genoctdal war, they 
blame Biliy Smith for all expresstons 


of dislike. The reault being that he 
becomes an exampie to other GJ.’s 
of the treatment of anyone who dissent®, 

Biliy r a first pre-court martial 
hearing was on August 25tli É The judge 
is a Southern-born, carccr military- 
man; the court is guarded by military 
police; and none of the G.l/s could 
get off duty to atcend, The defense 
made müüons to have the assault 
charges dropped and to bc given funds 
to travel to Vlet Nam co question wit- 
nesses* Why should Biliy Smid; have 
to face charges of this nature when 
Lt, Galley was absolved of punish- 
mem for following blind orders and 
massacring hundreds of Vietnamese 
women and children in Mylai? The 
doublé Standard of jusrice in American 
courts, civilian or military, always 
screams out to deny the people their 
human righis. 

The iüdge pretends that he wlll be ob- 
jective in hls acccptance or rejectïon 
of the motlons, He wlll not, It serves 
the Intorests of this country, which he 
feels he is protectlng, to reject the 
motlons and the notion of a fair trial 
for Brother Biliy Smith. 

Billy's next hearing wlll bc on 
September l4th at Fort Ord. Tlie at- 
moephere is one that sanctions their 
injufidce* In a country vvhere the civiï 
courts have gone berserk and aresend- 
ing large numbers of people co jail, 
Biliy's chances in a military court are 
less than slim - they wlll strike hard. 
Biliy Smith represents the deatruedoo 
of rcactionary intercommunalism to 
them; they feel duty-bound tos top him, 
jail him, kiii him if they can, He once 
said that he would reinain inthestock- 
ade as long as it takes to expose the 
racism of the war and the uniform code 
of military jusiice. llie U.S, Army and 
the other rcactionary armed forces of 
this country are helpingto expose their 
own lies, racism and reactionary 
desire to controi rhe world with every 
move, In the Long run, the people wtll 
win* Show your support for Biliy Smith. 
Attend hLa trial,

Thta vicious act was carried out by r 
fascists who live outslde of the Cleve- 
land Black community* People from the 
community had noticed at least six 
police cars within a three-block radius 
thïrty minures prior to the cxplosion, 
as well as two unmarked detective 
cars parked across the Street immedi- 
ately after the blast* The people of 
the community were keeping a watch- 
ful eye on these SS troops* ihelr 
attempt to destroy the People's medicaï 
center and stop the people's survival

Pure tjütalitarianism has never 
existed* nor has Pure egalitariamsm. 
So we are left wlth only our sub- 
jective interpretatiocis of each - sub- 
jective in spite of the dialectica] 
sessions and symposiums rbat reach 
for its validïty. The old guand analysts 
poinr io Spain in support of their argu¬ 
ment that crue fascism cannot be de- 
fcatod from within* due to the absence 
of legal means of politica! struggje; 
but again this position falls in aeveral 
respeccs to adequatcly explam the 
socio-poHiical forces al work. Spanish 
fascism firstly has never stood alone, 
ït was atded from without in its vic- 
tory over the peuple's forces, it is 
presently aided^ by the U.S* rnainly, 
in holding its power over the pecfïle*s 
upward movement. Then what genuïne 
oppositlofi is ever altowed tochallengc 
power wlth ïmpunity. The dïfference 
is eoo small to be aerlously taken 


into account: What power will allow 
and what it will not, But political 
struggle does go on in Spain, Eega! 
or nou lhose analysts who attempt to 
use Spain as an example lend to over- 
look that rcvolution Is a ztg-zag affair, 
stretch In g sometimeS over the gene- 
rations. And if it is to be accel- 
erated, we carmot agonize over the ac¬ 
cept ance anti use of illegal forms of 
srniggle, armed struggle principal ly, 
when on those occasions the primary 
of politics fails. Lenin co mm en eed that 
no state can effecttvely contrei alZ In¬ 
formation that reacties the pcople, The 
very most that can be satd in regard 
to Spain is ih&iupposition politics must 

be semi-legal -- the same contra- 
diction that faees cvery contender for 
state power* 

No one will fuiiy eompreherul the 
historie al implications and strategy of 
fascist corporativls n, but the true fas¬ 
cist manipulator, or the researcher 
who slashes dironghthe smokesereens 
and disguiscs they set up to hide a 
traditionalist - centralist - elltfst at¬ 
tempt to smash revolutlonary con- 
sciousness* Fascism was the product 
of class struggle, an obvfous extension 
of capitalism; a sorr of higher form 
of the old struggle - capitalism versus 
socialism. I thinfc our failuretoclearly 
isolate and define ït may have somc- 
ndng to do with our insistenceonafull 

definirton* In oüier words, looking for 
exactly identteal symptoms from na- 
tion to nation (formalizing); then rhe 
fact of fasciam's own desperate and 
adventurist , nationalistic trapplngs; 
and ftnally failure to seize upon its 
basLcally international character. It 
has followed international socialism 
ail around the globe. Af ter the fact 
of its intrineïcally capitalfst nature* 



its second outstandlng characte ristte 
is opposition to egalitarian scientifie 
aoclaiism; I maintain that the fhird 
clear feature of fascism is its rmwe- 
ment, its international quality, t deny 
its ideoiögicaï significancc and com- 
pletely disregard the constitutional or 
specific structural form of the at- 
tendant political regime.

From 
this, ü scuffle broke out in the court- 
room, du ring which a pregnant wonifin 
was ktcked and knocked ro the ground 
by police, Many people received curs 
and bruises, and two Brothers were 
arrested, Alter a brief afternoon 
session, court was adjourned unül the 
foliowing Monday. 

Over tbat weekend, San Quentin 
prison aüowed the prisoncrs to re- 
ccivc a select, 1 tmi red num betrof visits 
with actorneys of record and very close 
family mombers {hrothers and sisters 
of inmares were even excluded), An 
attorney for lUichell Magee came from 
hifi firsr visït since bef ore the 21st 
and described the various injuries 
Brotlier Rucheil had suffered. AU week 
long sadistic prison guarüs had been 
düing what they considcred avenging 
the lives of the three white guards and 
two white inmates that had dicd on 
the day Gomrade George Jaekson feil.

Rucheil, like most of the others in the 
Adjustment Center particularly, had 
suffered severe beatings, "Diere had 
been the constant beatings, hurnsfrom 
cigarettes, cuts, bruises, bullec 
wounds, broken bon es, and little, if 
any, medicaL attention, And Brother 
RuchelTe attorney described how what 
little conversation he was able co have 
with Ruchell was done under the 
watchful eye and over-anxious hand of 
a guard at their side wiih a shotgun 
in his hand, 

Investlgations, federal suits and in- 
qüirles have been cal led for. The peo- 
plc f s concern about the murder of 
George Jackson, the inhumane con- 
ditions at San Quentin is beïng heard 
and feit. And, edthough no amounr of 
probing wlll jostff>' the death of our 
beloved comrade, nor [nvestïgation 
txuly expoee how intent the for ces of 
repression were upon kiiling George 
Jackson, these acts wlll helghten all 
our awareness of the ueed for funda- 
mencal changes in this country ihat 
only a united people cao bring about.

Mrs, Florence Roland, of 949 Mont- 
pelier Street in Baltimore (Maryl&nd), 
has resisted the racist destruction and 
sentiment whlch has beendirectedat her 
for over a year now* Approximately 
thlrteen months ago, Mrs* Roland moved 
into the above address, a neighborhood 
where only one other Black famüy 
lived, This other family had been so 
Intlmidated and harassed by the local 
racists that they were seldom seen, 
and Mrs* Roland was not even cer- 
tain they stlll lived ln the neighbor* 
hocxi. Because Mrs, Roland refuaed to 
be incimidated, armed herself and 
sought help and advlce from the Black 
Panther Party', her racist neighbors, 


working hand-in-hand with the fascist 
Baltlmore Folice* have heaped des truc- 
rlve actions against her and conrin- 
uously threntened her life* 

On the first day Mrs* Roland moved 
into Monrpelier Street, her Windows 
were broken by white youths. Threa- 
tening letters and Insulting epithets be- 
came a regular occurrence, Mrs* 
Roland has iiad three Oerman Sbep- 
herd watchdogs since moving there - 
eaeh has been stolen or killed* 
When she complained to the police, 
they passed off the violent actions as 
"pranks", and told her they could do 
nothing until she ldentified a suspect. 


The obvious raclsm anti lack of con¬ 
cern for the welfare of the Roland 
Family hecame more evident by the 
fact that the police had, on one oc¬ 
casion, apprehended one of the van- 
dals and released him on the ülo- 
gtcal grounds that he ' 'dtd not live 
in the neighborhood' \ 

ln Febmary of this year, Mis* Ro¬ 
land sQiight help from the Black 
Panther Party* Comrade Sherry' 

Brown stayed at her home for two 
days; and later in the mumh, Party 
members tried to talk to Mrs, 
Roland*s neighbors in an effort to ecl- 
ucate them about the racist nature of 
their actions. The pigs were called, 
and promptly respondcd this time, 
saying Mrs* Roland was "taking the 
law into her own hands/ 1 

On T^csday, August 10, 1971, vm 
chüdren on the block came to her and 
told Mrs, Roland her car was on fire. 
When she ran outside, she found only 
one neighbor trying to help put the 
ftre out, One other neighbor also came 
to her side, offering her a rag soaked 
with gasoline. When the Baltïmore Fire 
Department finally arrived, they asked 
Mrs, Roland her name and address, 
made no inquiry as to how the fire was 
started and made no investigation of 
the obvious arson, And further height- 
ening the situation, Mrs, Rol and’ s son 

and nephew were shot at for picking 
peaches from a tree on governmerff 

property. 

These continuousand strategie actions 
against Mrs* Roland and her Family 
by het racist neighbors and the Balti* 
more pigs only strengthen the unavoi- 
dable fact that we must resist racism 
and fascism on all levels, For thlrteen 
months Mrs, Roland has not been moved 
by the vtctous attacks on herself, her 
family and her property, She is un~ 
afraid and determined not to be run 
out of any part of a land her forc- 
fathers built,

They knew that one of their 
racist cohorts was responsible for the 
biast and they dld not care, Their Jack 
of concern was further seen when they 
didrTt even hother to cal! the fire de- 
partmem to check the damaged buü- 
ding whtch had the potent!al of being a 
fire hazard after the explöglün, because 
of the intense heat from the blaat.

the victims of the probletn. 


There are soms occupatlonal 
hazards, however, to being a member 
of the "elite* 1 Casual Clotbes TacUcal 
Section.
